Scent-makera need some- 
with a very delicate sense of 
smell to ald them in blending the in- 
gredienta of perfumes in proper pro- 
portions, Queen Alexandra's favorite 
i rlume-—-violete—costa £10 per ounce 
ottle, and in order that it may be 
correctly blended before it is passed 
for Her Majesty's use, it has to run 
the gauntlet of five professional 
“amellere’”’ from £5 to £6 weekly, and 
they are insured against cold and the 
lows of their sense of amell, Contrae 
tors for the lighting of atreeta, large 
public buildings, and rleasure 
grounds often employ ‘‘smellers” to 
trace escapes of gas, 1s, being the sum 
paid for every leakage reported,

HUGE SUCCESSION TAX. 
Estate of Late Lerd Derby Must Pay 


Two and a Half Millions, 


The will of the sixteenth Earl of 
Derby, K.G., formerly Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada, who died on June 4 
last, has been proved, the total value 
of his estate, both real and personal, 
being estimated at close on $19,000, 
000, "More than $2,500,000 will be paid 
in death duties on the estate in ac- 
cordance with the rate introduced by 
Mr. Asquith in the Budget before last, 
under which ten per cent, is paid on 
the first million, and 15 per cent, on 
the remaining three and three-quarter 
millions in English pounds sterling 
The late earl had seats at Knowsley, 
Prescot; Holwood in Kent; Wither- 
slack, near Grange, over Lands Lan- 
cashire, and Fairhill, near Torbridge, 
with the town residence at Derby 
House, St, James square, London, The 
personal estate has been sworn at $4,- 
461,745 gross, and $5,760,675 net, One 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
are left to the earl’s widow, and one 
hundred thousand dollars to the trus- 
tees of the settlements made on each 
of his younger children in his lifo 
time Other legacies include two 
months’ wages to each servant for 
every year of service, The residue of 
the estate is given to the present Earl 
of Derby absolutely, who were better

PENSIONS PROLONG LIFE. 


fn Important Factor in the Promotion 

of Longevity, 
An important and noteworthy fact 
which is to be taken into account by 
English economists in the administra- 
tion of their old age pension system is 
that pensioners live long. That fact, 
often stated in a satiric vein, is to be 
taken seriously, as demonstrated by 
statistics and as having an essential 
bearing on both the amount of pen- 
sions to be paid and the effect of them 
upon society. 

A striking demonstration of this is 
to be observed in the rds of the 
Friendly Society of trod Founders tn 
England, That organization has fer 
many years been paying pensions to 
its superannuated members. In 1883-5 
it was found that the average age 
of these pensioners at death was six- 
ty-eight years and six months, In 
1900-7 it was Seventy-one years and 
three months. Thus the average life

been lengthened to so great an extent, 
wherefore we must conclude that the 
pensions are an important factor in 
the promotion of longevity. That is 
quite natural, of course, for the en- 
Joyment of a pension means better 
food and generally better conditions 
of life than the superannuated worker 
would have without ft, as well as 
greater freedom from anxiety, and 
those improved circumstances prolong 
life. 

If the same rule operates under the 
national pension system, as it proba- 
bly will, though perhaps not to so 
marked an extent, the national treas- 
ury will have more to pay on that ac- 
count than is estimated under the 
present expectancy of life. 

This Increase in the length of life 
of pensioners, while it will add to the 
cost of the system, is of course to be 
fegarded with gratification as a be 
beficant and desirable result and as an 
argument in favor of the system.— 
New York Tribune.

AN UPHOLSTERY HINT. 


Embroidered Grass Linen Loops For 
the Summer Curtain. 

It Is an art to make curtain loops 
now. Where half a dozen kinds of dif- 
ferent draperies are used on one floor, 
it gives a unity to the effect to have all 
the loops, at least, alike, 

The latest is a curtain loop made of 
itaintly embroidered grass linen, that 
‘ustrous material which stands any 
aumber of tubbings without losing its 
‘veuuty, 

Such loops may be wide or narrow, 
it Is possible to buy straight strips of 
the narrower bands ready embroidered, 
tml they are far from costly. Shaped 
‘oops are made to order or they may 
ve worked at home, The design should 
be something in keeping with the ma- 
terial, and the embroidery looks best if 
done in white cotion on a colored 
ground or in @# cotton to match the 
‘nen, Stall flowers placed close to 
gether, apple or cherry blossoms or 
wistaria, are always suggestive of the 
orient. 

When cretonne, cotton, fewered taf- 
feta or any of the colored materials 
sold in the shops for summer curtains 
are ised, then the same may bo made 
Into loops, if one is carrying out the 
correct scheme of decoration. Draped 
curtains are not always preferred to 
straight hanging ones, expecially in the 
city, but for summer rooms in the 
country nothing could be more pleas 
Ing to those who like to see that they 
are getting as much fresh alr as possl- 
hie. Looped back curtains give a room 
& cozler and less formal appearance 
than straight banging ones, which ts 
inother reason why this style is adapt 
«J to the country houses, 

Antique supports for curtain loops 
are being revived and are much liked 
for cretonne draperies. Perhaps they 
ire not quite so large as were she huge 
zilded metal rosettes upon which the 
‘ong tratling curtains of days gone by 
were draped, but In every other detail 
they are identical. Some even are of 
colored glass or crystal, in perfect iml- 
tation of the old time ones that are so 
highly valued.

Ease the Most Conspicuous Literary 
Quality of a Gocial Letter. 
Ease carried even to the point of un- 
conventionality should be the most 
conspicuous literary quality of a so- 

¢clal letter, 

Elliptical expressions are proper 
enough in familiar correspondence, but 
they have no place In notes of core 
mony. 

Naked egotiam is as niuch out of 
place In a familiar letter as tn the 
drawing room or at the dinner table. 

Extreme precision, whether of 
phrase, construction or punctuation, Ia 
to be avoided, It may be taken for 
granted that the polished letters of 
famous men and women have been 
edited, and it Is a pity that we can- 
not have such letters Just as they were 
written, 

Letter writing is a form of social 
contract, and the frst essential of 
such contact is courtesy,: 

One might almost as well open a 
aote in response to a social invitation 
with the phrase, “Yours of even date 
received and content. noted,” as pep- 
per our private correspondence with 
the slang of the market place, the law 
courts or the baseball feld. 

We should leave out of our familiar 
jetters that stupid jegal phrase, “in evi- 
dence,” because It is technical, and it 
does not serve as well as something 
truly universal, 

Ad unconventional form that Is bet- 
ter excluded from any but the most 
familiar correspondence is that in 
which the pronoun “I" as the subject 
of a sentence Is omitted, 

It la a pleasant surprise to read a let 
ter that opens with a sentence directly 
from the heart of the writer, yet most 
of us are such slaves of convention 
that we fear to shock our correspond. 
ents by any departure from established 
Usage.

TITLES THRUST ON THEM. 


Many Famous Englishmen Have 
Wanted to Remain Commoners. 


We are far from the days when, in 
the words of the gentleman in “The 
Gondoliers,” dukes will be ‘three a 
nog Gl but there is a growing num. 

t of people who look on hanors and 
titles as mere empty baubles, as 
Cromwell did on the mace. The Right 
Hon. Arthur Dyke Acland is one of 
them, His political colleagues—or was 
it the King?—would have sent him to 
the House of Lords, but he had no 
desire to relinquish the activities of 
the Lower House for the less excit- 
ing duties of the Gilded Chamber. 
If he had lived two or three hundred 
years ago he would have found the 
refusal a costly business. 

Humphrey Chetham was one of 
those who were mulcted in fines be- 
cause of their refusal to accept hon- 
ors. He preferred to pay a matter 
of £25 for not becoming a knight, 
and the warrant issued against him 
may be seen in the Chetham Library. 
But as a. shrewd Lancastrian he pro 
ably thought that £25 was preferable 
to the knightly fee of £66, or there- 
abouts, and the expense of a journ 
to London to be tapped on the should- 
er by the King. 

There are many men now living 
who might be the earl of this or the 
baron that if they chose, but they 
were not “out for honora’’ of that 
kind. When Mr. Chamberluin came 
home after negotiating the Behring Bea 
Fisheries dispute he had the chance 
of an earldom, but he declined it. A 
similar honor was twice within the 
gree of Mr. Gladstone, but he pre- 
erred to remain the Great Common- 
er. Mr, Henniker-Heaton is another 
who might have knelt to the King 
for knighthood, but he ia where he 
is solely from choice, and so is Mr. 
Henry Chaplin. 

But there are times when honors 
are not so ehily thrust aside, The 
late Lord Sal a / found this to be 
the case when his father died, and he, 
a second son, who had had few ex- 


pectations of the marquisate, waa 
suddenly called upon to Master of 
Hatfield. He had no desire to aban- 


don his place in the Commons for a 
seat on the more luxuriant benehes 
of the Lords, and he spent much time 
and money in taking the highest legal 
opinion in the land on the question, 
Is the son of a peer obliged to auc 
coed his father? The answer was 
“Yea,” and the marquoss went aloft. 
Mr. St. John Brodrick, on becomin 
Viscount Midleton, was faced wit 
the same dilemma, asked the same 
question, received the same answer, 
and had to submit. Lord Curzon an- 
gled delicately for opinions on this 
subject. But this waa before going 
out to India. He had changed his 
views when he came back, and he is 
now in the Lords as an Irish repre- 
sentative peer,

CLEANING A CLOCK. 


it le Not Very Difficult, According te 
These Directions. 

It Is very simple to clean a clock, 
which may sound rather absurd. For 
an amateur it is not always necessary 
to take the clock to pleces, With a 
little care and patience and using some 
benzine, a clean white rag, a sable 
brush and some oll a clock cang*be 
cleaned and put io first class running 
order, The b®nzine should be clean 
and free from oll. You can test ben 
rine by putting a little on the back of 
the hand. If it is good, it will dry off, 
leaving the hand quite clean, but if 
any grease remains on the band it is 
not fit to use. 

The olf should be of the very best 
that can be procured. Vegetable oils 
should never be used. Clock oll can be 
procured*from your druggist or Jeweler, 

All loose dirt should be removed from 
the works by blowing with bellows or 
a fan or dusting with a dry brush, In 
the latter case great care should be ex- 
erci#ed not to injure afy of the parts. 
Dip the brush in the benzine and clean 
the spindles and spindle holes and the 
teeth of the escapement wheel. After 
Washing a part wipe the brush on the 
mg and rinse in the benzine, This 
should be repeated frequently antil no 
nore dirt is seen. 

When the clock has dried ofl the apin. 
die holes carefully. This may be done 
with a toothpick or a silver of wood 
ent to a fine point. Ol! the tooth of the 
escapement wheel slightly, using a fine 
brush.—Populer Mechanica, 


LOWESTOFT CHINA. 


Story of a Factory Whose Products 
Are Now Highly Prized, 

At the end of the North parade, 
Lowestoft, is the Warren House, o 
place of great interest to connpiaseurs 
of china, It was here, in the eight 
eenth century, that a discovery of 
fine clay was made which eventually 
led to Lowestoft manufacturing the 
china which is now so rare that it is 
almost priceless, 

Initial experiments made by Hewtin 
Luson, Baq., of Gunton Park, near 
Lowestoft, with some fine clay discov- 
ered accidentally on bis estate result 
ed in complete success and ultimately 
led to the opening of a factory at 
Lowestoft in 1756 for the manufacture 
of fine earthenware and porcelain “soft 
paste.” 

In 1775 « finely glazed and decorated 
“bard paste” was introduced, the ef. 
ficlency and beauty of which beto 
kened a brilliant success for the pro 
prietors, Contemporary evidence in 
dieputably shows that from 1770 to 
1800 the Lowestoft works were at the 
wenith of thelr fame, Owlng, however, 
to the enormous expenses and difficul- 
ty Incurred in procuring china clay 
from Cornwall and elsewhere (after 
the original clay was exhausted) and 
the rapidly increasing competition of 
other makers Its prosperity waned, the 
collapse came, and the works were 
closed in 1803.—London Globe,

the stilted, and correct and informal 
speech will fall upon childhood’s ear 
like the words of an unintended ser 
mon, As a matter of fact, a little 
slang is an excellent thing, but In the 
present era of slang more than the 
smallest quantity is a great deal too 
much.

certainly reveal our tendency to move 
with the tide of the hour, but at the 
same time we clearly show that we 
are mofe imitative than original.

After all, it Is onlp-the best 
of slang that survives, but even then 
We need pot excuse ournelves for be 
coming proficient In Ite tse We 
should think of the present as well as 
the future, Why use slang when we 
can speak the speech of our heritage 
equally well?
